Protecting Free Roads 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In the stress of campaigning, I over- 
looked a Post-Dispatch interview with 
my colleague, Senator William Quinn, 
on the issue of toll turnpikes for Mis- 
souri. I refer to a sentence as follows: 

Such a (Turnpike) Commisison,” he 
ae “would have to be given authority 
to take over parts of existing roadways.” 

I, personally, am opposed to toll high- 
ways on principle. However, we are con- 
fronted with the cold fact that the de- 
mand for rapidly increased highway 
mileage is so great that present high 
revenues cannot meet the demand. Un- 
der these circumstances, I .will reserve 
judgment until the toll road proposal is 
presented concretely, but I wish to ex- 
press certain reservations now. 

If parts of existing highways now toll- 
free are to be incorporated in the pro- 
- posed toll highways, would not the’: 

hoped-for gain in modern highway mile- 
age be much.curtailed? Why lose any 
of the present free highway mileage? 
The: establishment of a toll system 
would in effect. give Missouri a. dual 
highway set-up: One free system for 
those who will not-or prefer not to pay, 
and another for those willing to. pay 
for the privilege of safe, high-speed 
travel on scientifically constructed traf- 


ays. 

My first concern is the protection of 
the existing free system. This means we 
must insist that revenue bonds only be 
issued. We do not want the bankers 
holding the bonds to be allowed any 
claims whatsoever on our gasoline tax 
revenue, All of that revenue must be 
used in the future, as it is now, for 
maintenance and expansion of the pres- 
ent free highways. 

If Missouri turnpikes are to be au- 
thorized, they should be completely new 
construction. New aerial surveys should 
be made previous to ground surveys. 
New right-of-way should be obtained, 
andthe highways engineered on the 
basis of experience on Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey turfipike projects, where 
grafies and curves have been drastically 
reduced and cross-traffic completely 
| eliminated.

“In contests for legislative posts the choice.is 
often less clear. An exception is the case of Sen- 
ator Michael Kinney in the Fifth district.

He clearly deserves to win in the general elec- 
tion against former Alderman Herman H. No- 
vack, protege of the would-be Republican boss, 
Joseph (Bombie) Spicuzza. 

It is just as clear that Senator Edward J. Ho- 
gan, legislative outrider for the Callanan crowd, 
deserves defeat in the Seventh district. Unfor- 
tunately _ Republican opponent, William D. 
Montgo __-y, has little political background. 

Many of the contests for State Représentative 
demand cautious consideration because of the 


_ erratic voting records of incumbents and their

O'Brien of the Fourth, proved to be legislators 
of above-average ability and energy. Yet both 
voted as partisans against the city earnings tax 
and the gas tax increase essential to good roads. 

Two of the better legislators were Fred Ray 
Columbo of the Second district and Mrs. Jennie 
Walsh of the Eighteenth. Both worked hard and 
generally supported progressive measures. In 
contrast there was Joseph W. Beckerle of the 
Fifth district, also a Democrat, who marked him: 
self as a representative for the powerful truck 
lobby during the highway debate. 

* * * : 

In St. Louis county, Republican: Representa- 
tives A. Clifford Jones of the Fifth district and 
Samuel B. Murphy of the Ninth had excellent 
voting records, but like most county legislators 
felt compelled to vote against the city earnings 
tax, Senator Hartwell G. Crain of the Thirteenth 
district likewise was an’ active member, yet fol- 
lowed ‘the/ purely partisan path of his party on 
several measures. 

Two contests for state office within the City. 
of St. Louis will draw special interest because 
of the primary fights that preceded them. Both 
Edward L. Dowd, running fer Circuit Attorney, 
and Martin L. Tozer, for Sheriff, had to fight 
the Callanan machine to win the Democratic 
nomination. Now both face able opponents. 

Dowd and George J..Gross, Republican, have 
given the city a debate on the duties‘ of prose- 
cution. Both have good backgrounds. The 
advantage is Mr. Dowd’s because of this long 
record and proved ability in the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office. 

The contest for Sheriff involves considerable 
state patronage. Mr. Tozer is a veteran Demo- 
cratic leader. His Republican opponent, Maurice 
R. Zumwalt, is a successful business man. Mr. 
Zumwalt’s election ought to bring more efficient 
procedures to an office which has been regarded 
as little more than a political stronghold. 

Thus there are few black-and-white choices for 


state offices this year. The independent voter 


has cut out a job for himself. It would be easier, 
of course, to vote a straight party ticket. But if 
the work of making a careful independent choice 
is harder, it is work done for good government. 
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Crusader in Action 

The junior Senator from Wisconsin, Joseph R.

Close observers ave’ always . checked such

Europe. NATO is not yet all that it. should be. 


But this is only a challenge to a more concen- 


trated; more efficient, more integrated effort. It 
is a job that will carry on.well beyond the cur- 
rent campaigning. Its performance will always 
call for realistic appraisal. 

Senator Morse went farther ‘to accuse Gen. 
Eisenhower of playing politics with Korea, a 
charge which certainly stands up to a consider- 
able degree now that it is known that the Gen- 
eral’s promised trip to Korea was not even his 
own idea but just a vote-grabbing device dreamed 
up by a magazine writer. 

A sampling of opinion of American front-line 
troops in Korea by The New York Times dis- 
closes that these men “could not see what Gen. 
Ejsenhower could accomplish if he were to come 
here personally, and were worried that he might 
come, settle nothing and leave with United 
States’ prestige and bargainjng power consid- 
erably weakened by a fruitless visit.” 

Officers and men in Korea, according to The 
New York Times, also opposed “with surprising 
unanimity” their replacement by Korean troops 

as advocated by Republican campaigners. The 
pr serooee in Korea expressed respect for the 
fighting quality of the Koreans, yet said that 


their own withdrawal would be “disastrous.” 


The Oregonian concluded that the American 
people cannot afford to vote for Gen. Eisenhower 
because a military man in the White House would 
gréatly increase the chances of the outbreak of 
another world war.

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On the Illinois Blue Ballot 


Illinois voters next Tuesday will receive a blue 
ballot on which to register their judgment on 
four proposed constitutional amendments. Two 
of the propositions seem to us to warrant special 
attention and favorable action. °‘ 

One amendment would permit county Sheriffs 
and Treasurers to succeed themselves instead of 
being limited to one term. When the State Con- 
stitution was written in 1870 there may have 
been some reason to apply to these two officials 
a limitation not applied to other county officers. 
As things stand today, the restriction does not 
guarantee against bad administration and it may 
sometimes work against good administration. 

We believe the voters ofeach county should 
be free to retain a Sheriff or Treasurer for a 
successive term if they want him. 

The second amendment to the County Officer 
article would permit the Legislature to fix maxi- 
mum salaries.for major county officials. The sal- 
ary scale is now frozen in the Constitution itself 
—and compensation « standards that were ap- 
propriate 82 yéars ago certainly ‘are not today. 

This is the kind of detailed legislation which 
never should have been included in the Consti- 
tution in the first place, and Illinois voters 
would do well to remove ft. 
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Consider the Judges! 

Under the non-partisan court plan, there is a 
temptation to the voter to neglect making up his 
mind about judges. ‘Since seats on the bench 
are no longer contested by ¢andidates;of the 
rival parties, there is a temptation simply to ap- 
prove all the sitting judges or to avoid any ex- 
pression of opinion at all. This should be resisted. 

The non-partisan plan is, in our opinion, ag 
device for: keeping the administration of justi 
out of politics, but it will not work the way it 
should work if the voters do not do their. part. 
Judicial vacancies are now filled by appointment 
of the Governor on the recommendations of a 
non-partisan judicial commission, but these ap- 
pointments come before the votérs periodically 
for confirmation or rejection. The voters have 
the veto power, and they should exercise it. 

Perhaps the best available guidance is that af- 
forded by the Missouri bar.

Of course, to 
‘be a man’s chief speechwriter, 
you have got to be very, very 
close to him. You've got to pretty 
much think as he thinks. I gave 
this at Chicago; also, I read a 
statement given by Schlessinger 
to the New York Times, Dec, 11, 
1949. Listen to this if you will. 
He says, “I happen to believe 
that the Communist Party should 
be granted freedom of political 
action, and that Communists 
should be. allowed to teach in 
universities.” 

Here’s a man who is Steven- 
son’s right hand. Well, the next 
day his answer was rather un- 
usual.

As soon as he took off his uni- 
form, however, he changed his 
tune. What this country needed, 
he said, was a 40-billion-dollar 
budget cut and a major tax reduc- 
tion. Pressed by his own. aston- 
ished colleagues, he qualified this 
claim. He did not propose, he said, 
to cut the budget immediately by 
40 billion, but to work toward a 
reduction of that amount over a 
period of five years. 

It was at this point that Senator 
Taft took the general firmly by 
the hand, The 40-billion figure, 
he apparently surmised, is a typo- 
graphical error, In his Morning- 
side Heights manifesto, he 
pledged the general to a mere 
10-billion’ cut next year and 25 
billion the following year. 
Again false hopes were raised, 
hopes that we could quickly re- 
duce our taxes and still not re- 
duce our safety, and once again 
the hopes were doomed to disap- 
pointment. 

Before the Chicago convention, 
the general appeared willing to 
keep Korea out of the campaign. 
Last June at Abilene, he denied 
that there was—and I quote him 
—‘any clear-cut answer to the 
Korean problem.” He g#aid he did 
not it would be possible for 
our forces to carry through a 
decisive attack. He ruled out the 
alternative of retreat, and he 
ended with this candid conclusion, 
“we have got to stand firm and 
take every possible step we can 
to reduce our losses and stand 
right there and try to get a decent 
armistice.”

ONE OF THE BEST WAYS to handle the situa- 
tion at a preview, is to rush up to the producer, 
grab his hand and ejaculate: “Bob, you’ve done it 
again!” This can mean anything. If you want to 
give it the rea] kiss of death, call it a “prestige- 
type” picture. Of course, it’s just possible you 
might like the picture, in which case you say: “It’s 
a great little picture.” The use of the word “little” 
is very curious out here. Even “Quo Vadis” is 
referred to as a “great little picture’ If you're 
talking about a bad picture among yourselves when 
no one involved is around, the proper expression 
is: “Don’t miss it if you can.” 

Hollywood abounds in real, weird characters and, 
naturally, expressions have sprung up to cope with 
these people, One line, guaranteed to wither the 
stoutest hide, is to turn to your companion and 
remark: “Get a stick and I'll help you kill it.” 
Another one: “Follow him and see what he eats’ — 
which is one of my favorites. 

Not all of these things are confined to Hollywood, 
of course. Some have seeped through to Broad- 
way. One, which is common on both coasts, is 
the “nothing but” gambit. ‘“He’s got nothing but 
talent.” “That picture will make nothing but 
money.” Or: “He’s ‘got nothing but money.” 
Money is on everyone's lips and the proper line 
for a tight-fisted actor—hardly a new one but one 
you hear in Hollywood more often than anywhere 
else—‘“He’s got the first dollar he ever earned.” 

* 


HOLLYWOOD HAS ALWAYS had a number of 
interesting words to call its women. Current at 
the moment to designate a doll who has passed 
through quite a few hands: “passion lips.” For 
a girl, just any girl, the cats now say Mabel, 
every girl is Mabel or a Mabel or, if plural, some 
Mabels. 

One expression that has overflowed Hollywood 
but probably originated here and is still in wide 
usage: “Be my guest.” This can be used almost 
anywhere. If you want to use a man’s phone or 
sit down at his table at a nightclub or just hitch 
a lift in his car, it’s “Be my guest”—usually with 
a faintly exasperated inflection. Everyone has 
heard the brushoff line: “Don’t call us. We'll call 
you.” Out here, though, it’s “Call you tomorrow,” 
Tomorrow never comes. -

TABLE HOPPING is practiced everywhere. But 
in Hollywood there’s a practice referred to as 
“people-hopping.” A man who at a party or a bar 
jumps from person to person, always in quest of, 
—_ finding, the perfect companion, is a “people- 
opper.” Then there’s a two-line ploy you hear 
uite a lot of. An agent, let us say, is trying to 

peddle a a client to a producer. The dialogue goes

AGENT: I think he’s a great actor. 

PRODUCER: When wil] you faa definitely? 

An expression for the star who has blossomed 
into the big time overnight: “Two years azo, she 
couldn’t get arrested.” .One catch phrase which 
you hear all over now but especially here is the 
girl or boy gambit. “Jane Doe, girl idiot,” you 
say. Or “John Doe, boy slob.” Frequently, these 
insults are meant as rough terms of endearment. 
Another expression which, through Martin and 
Lewis, has gone coast to coast is: “That's my boy!” 
or “That's my girl!”, usually meaning that you'll 
go along all the xa 3 with him or her. 


THE TWO MOST OVERWORKED words in the 
Hollywood lexicon are “this” and “great.” “This” 
prefaces almost every sentence. “This—lI've got 
to see.” Or “This has got to go.” Or “This, I 
refuse to believe”—with the emphasis always on 
“this.” As for the “great,” the proper usage is 
the deprecatory “great” or “just great,” a contra- 
diction that disturbs nobody. 

Then there’s the situation when an actor. tells 
you he’s just been signed for another 12 pictures— 
or maybc for just one more. “Well, bully for 
you!” — with faintly mocking overtones. That'll 
cut him down to size.

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Your Food Problems 


Fancy Torte Is Dessert Hit 


By Edith M. Barber 


OR a buffet meal, especially 
F where there are to be men as 

well as women guests, dessert 
plays an important part. Nothing 
will be greeted with more ac- 
claim than a fancy “torte” or a 
layer cake. Actually, they. are 
one and the same in appearance. 

The torte usually has more fill- 
ing than crumb, while the oppo- 
site is true for layer cake. The 
batter for torte is lighter and 
more delicate, calling for plenty 
of egg yolks and a comparatively 
small amount of flour. In the 
recipe given today, the beaten 
egg whites combined with sugar, 
meringue style, are spread over 
the top of the unbaked batter in 
two layer pans. 

After baking and cooling, the 
layers are put together with a 
cream filling. Melted chocolate 
may replace the lemon juice and 
rind as flavoring. This should be 
added after the milk is stirred 
into the custard mixture. After 
it has thickened and has partial- 
ly cooled, it may be further fla- 
vored with vanilla. 

A torte should be served the 
day it is made, While everyone 
likes fresh cake, no one will scorn 
it the second day, or until the last 
crumb is eaten.

On Public Health

OOD eyesight is a precious 
gift. It must be protected. 
Our eyes ,just like the rest of 
our body, deserve an examination 
at least once a year. The impor- 
tance of this examination is em- 
phasized when we realize that cer- 
tain eye diseases, such as glau- 
coma and cataract, can usually 
be avoided if discovered early. 
The National Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness estimates 
that one out of every four school 
children in the United States 
needs eye care. Yet these same 
children may not be receiving 
this care because no one knows 
it is needed. A child may com- 
plain about many things but he 
rarely complains about his sight. 
He may see double, his vision may 
be blurred, but because he doesn’t 


know how he should see he be- 


lieves that’s just the way things 
look. Poor vision can be a seri- 
ous handicap to a child—a handi- 
cap that he may carry into his 
adult life. a « 


THE SCHOOL CHILDREN of 
St. Louis receive periodic vision 
tests, but the parent and the 
teacher who observe the child day 
by day have the best opportunity 
to notice signs of eye trouble.
